The laut 
thing we need is a Hardcore 
Majority, a la Jerry Falwell. 

People who point fingers and 
call other people "posers" do 
not impress me as being that 
much different than people who

Is this 
the lesson you want people to 
learn when they go to a hardcore 
show? That we're like everyone 
else?

I got my first taste of Jackson music 
in 1S82 when my friends unci I used to 
go to Skidmark’s. The URAL. SOX was 
one of the bands that I came to enjoy. 
After going to college for a while, I 
visited w.C. Don’s about a year later 
for the first time. It was pretty much 
the same all the time, either BEAT 
TEMPTATION or RADIO LONDON every week¬ 
end. The PLYRODS would make appearances 
also,'I met Tim Lee one afternoon at 
Smith-Wills Stadium where BEAT TEMPTATION 
was playing one evening. F6r an entire 
summer'I watched these bands progress. 
Somewhere in between I discovered the 
WINDBREAKERS. They never played,though 
I saw their records around. Well, things 
change and over a period of time I’ve 
watched the band grow. I wasn’t there 
- from the beginning but I almost feel 
that I'm part' of the WINDBREAkERS. Any 
one with any sense of pride in Jackson 
music must surely feel thu some way. 

I don't remember exactly when I met 
Bobby Sutliff. Bobby is just someone 
that kind of grows on you I guess. 

Tim and Bobby are the WINDBREAkERS, 
although recent developments have made 
in apparent that Bobby is no longer 
with the band. This interview was done 
on the fton porch of W.C. ..Don's some¬ 
time after Christmas and right before 
the release of "Run", their third LP. 

I don’t know what will become of the 
band or whether.Bobby will remain a 
part of it. Regardless of what happens, 
this interview is the way that I choose 
to remember the WINDBREAkERS.
